In the year 1810, Thomss Wildoy, ni 


Engliilnnau, who had located In Balti- 
moro and was lonoly beoAtise English 
men wore not popular then on account 
of tho ice out w»r, proposed lo Johl: 
Welch, John Duncan, John Cheatbmn 
and lllch»rd flushworth that thoy ro- 
llovo tbe monotony of life by organiz- 
ing nn Odd Fellows' lodge resembling 
tho ono ho had belonged lo in England. 
On April 28,1810, Ihoso flve mon mot 
and instituted tbo first lojgo, which 
Ihoy called Washington Lodge, No. 1. 
The five men woro not well educated 
or partictiUrly refined, and they hnJ 
little influence in Baltimoro, but Wil- 
dey was a born lender of men, sud bo- 
foro he died, tbe order ho had founded 
had a membership of 200,000. 


From tbii beginning tbo Order has 


grown until it now has a membership 
of nearly 
OOO.COO. lu lihodo Island, 


Odd Fellowship lends oil orders, with 
fiftj-ono lodges and a. membership of 
upwards of 0,000.
